Lamb stew is either one thing 
or the other —- a dreary, unin- 
terested sort of dish or a real 
treat.

SAVORY LAMB STEW 
1% pounds lamb shoulder 

2 tablespoons fat 

4 cups water 
4 cup celery leaves 
4 sprigs parsiey 
4% bay leaf

3 large carrots, cut in 2”

Add onions, carrots, 
ginger and rosemary Simmer 
about 25 minutes longer, or until 
vegetables are tender Then 
thicken the stew -—— mix flour 
with % cup water.

Bring to a boil, stir- 
ring constantly, and cook 2 min- 
utes. Stir in lemon juice. Makes

Almost a meal in itself_is this 
highly satisfying dish; and while 
the recipe calls for frozen lima 
beans, the unfrozen sort will do 
just as well, or something else 
can be substituted.

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CAMERA THAT’S SMALLER THAN 
CIGARETTE-LIGHTER 


The millions of picture-goers 


who saw that delightful film 
“Roman Holiday,” starring the 
brilliant and beautiful young 


British actress Audrey Hepburn, 
will remember that while she 
was going about Rome pretend- 
ing not to be a princess, she was 
recognized by an American’ 
newspaper man, Gregory Peck, 


who got a pal to take photo- 
graphs of her without her know- 
ing it 


The camera this man used was 
about the shape and size of a, 
cigarette lighter. To throw her - 
off the scent, he put,a cigarette 
into his mouth, took out the 
camera and. pretended to be 
lighting his cigarette, whereas 
actually he was taking pictures 
of her. The camera could not, 
of course, light his cigarette. His 
pal gave him a light on the 
pretext. that the lighter . didn't 


work. 

Now most people, I'm pretty 
sure, thought that tiny camera 
was just a film stunt.. There 


couldn't, they felt, be a camera 
so small that could take such 
excellent pictures. Well, there is, 
you know. And I have one 
exactly like it, writes R. J. Min- 
ney in “Tit-Bits’. The pictures 
it takes are astonishingly good 
Sharp and Clear , 

.Let me tell you about it. The 
camera is made entirely -of a 
very light, bright metal and is 
no heavier than a  cigarette- 
lighter. It is three inches long 
and one inch wide. My cigarette- 
lighter is nearly as long and half 
as wide again. The film used is 
not quite two-fifths of an inch 
wide, and just over two feet 
long, On this it takes fifty ex- 
posures, each of them extremely 
tiny of course. But the images 
are sharp and clear. , 

There are nearly three hun- 
dred springs and wheels and bits 
of lens and metal. The lens is 
of wide angle and extremely 
sensitive. The camera can be 
used at quite close range, as 
close as eight inches from, the 
face of the person photograph- 
ed — all the distances are very 
carefully marked and the camera 
can be adjusted quite easily to 
one foot or one foot four inches 
from the object (or to infinity) 
before being put into operation. 

This’ close work is, of course, 
very useful for copying docu- 
ments and the camera was indeed 
used for this form of spying in 
the film “The Thief,” of which 
Ray Milland was the star. 

The speeds, too, are of an 
astonishing range. You can work 
as fast as one-thousandth of a 
second and’slow it down to half 
a second 6r more if you choose. 
And the action of the trigger is 
almost inaudible. Nobody could 
possibly suspect that you were 
taking a picture, unless, of 
course, you held it to your eye 
and began fiddling with | the 
adjustments in full view.

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Fertilizers 

‘It is becoming more and more 
difficult. to get manure. And 
even if we are lucky enough 10 
locate a supply, often it is s0 
filled with weeds, that there 1s a 
good deal of trouble. More and 
more the gardener is forced to 
use a substitute. 

Commonist of all, is chemical 
fertilizer, which comes in bags 
or boxes with a formula attach- 
ed showing the percentag e*. 
of nitrogen, phosphoric acid arid 
potash, the major ingredients 
necessary. This ferticize: should 
be used carefully and according 
to directions. It is best dissolv- 
ed in water and applied that 
way or sprinkled or mixed with 
the soil.just before a rain or a 
thorough watering with a hose 
This prevents it burning ‘tender 
foliage and roots. Where water- 
ing is not feasible, one is advised 
to sprinkle lightly over -the soil 
near but not actually touching 
roots or plants, and work in with 
a cultivator 

Where one uses chemical fer- 
tilizer regularly one should also 
work in humus or dig or -plow 
under green manure, humus is 
simply well rotted vegetable ref- 
use. such as leaves, weeds, grass 
clippings or even clean garbage 
mixed with fine soil Every 
good gardener has a pile of this 
stuff hidden behind some shrub 
bery where the rotting : 
goes on. That process can be 
greatly hastened by some of the 
commercial bacteria prepara- 
tions now on the market and by 
frequent turning and watering 

Green manure is the technical 
name for crops of clover, fall 
rye, buckwheat, oats and similar 
things that are sown in vacant 
places in the garden, allowed to 
grow well and then dug or plow- 
ed under lightly. This sort of 
thing and humus adds fibre to 
the soil, loosening clay and im- 
proving sandy soils and making 
them more open and friable and 
therefore more able to retain 
valuable moisture 
Watch for Bugs 

With so many easily applied 
chemical mixtures “on the market 
there, is little excuse for having 
our flowers and: vegetables dam- 
aged by bugs or disease. It is 
no longer necessary t® prepare 
various concoctions. All ' that 
one has to do is to go to the 
nearest seed store, tell them our 
troubles and get some handy 
preparation which is © simply 
dusted or sprayed on. For every 
bug or disease there is @ specific 
cure or control. The main thing 
is to start control measures just 
as soon as the first injury ap- 
pears Treatment is not expen- 
sive. 

One other point. A healthy, 
clean and growing garden is the 
best insurance against injury. 
well cultivated plants are far 
less susceptible to trouble than 
neglected plots overrun with 
weeds Prompt clean-up meas- 
ures, after harvest or blooming, 
and in the spring and fall will 
also help greatly. Many bugs 
and disease over in the 
garden, Cleaning these up regu- 
larly will help substantially ip 
keeping a garden healthy

Lieaning windows - 
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Boiling Points 


Boiling is the changing of 


liquid into vapor, or) gas; and 
the temperature at which this 
happens is called the boiling 


point of the substance. The boil- 
ing point of water is generally 
fiven as 212° Fahrenheit, or }00° 
centigrade, but the boiling point 
varies according to the pressure 
of the atmosphere. Water will 
boil at a lower temperature at 
the top of a mountain than at 
the bottom. At the top of Mont 
Blanc, for instance, water boils 
at 185° Fahrenheit, or 85° centi- 
grade. 

Some substances boil at a very 
much higher temperature than 
water. Gold, for instance, which 
melts, or becomes liquid, at 1063° 
centigrade, boils at 2600°. Copper 
melts at 1083° centigrade. and 
boils at 2300°; Silicon, which 
forms about a quarter of the 
earth’s crust, melts at, 1420° cen- 
tigrade and boilg>at- 2600°. Tin 
melts at 231° cerifigrade and boils 
at 2260°. These arg alf substances 
that are solid im the ordinary 
temperatures at Which we live. 
Mercury, or quicksilver, which is 
normally a*liquid, boils at 357° 
centigrade. r 

When we come to substances 
that are gases at ordinary. tem- 
peratures, we find that their 
boiling point is very low. Hydro- 
gen boils, or changes from the 
liquid into the gaseous state, at 
minus 253° centigrade. Fluorine 
boils at minus 187° centigrade: 
nitrogen at minus 196°; and oxy- 
gen at minus 183°.

There is no difference between 
the pearls produced by the river 
pearl-mussel and those produced 
by the sea pearl-mussel. The 
system of “inoculation,” exploit- 
ed so successfully by the Japan- 
ese, produces pearls as fine as the 
real variety, and does away with 
the practice of inserting an arti- 
ficial irritant into the living oy 
ter or mussel 

German and Austrian cultured 
pearls may well be competing in 
a few years with those from 
Japan

This column has published 
recipes from a- great many 
countries but never, I believe, 
one fgom Cornwall. Now, thanks 
to e Christian Science Moni- 
tor, I'm able to pass along to 
you the secret of making the 
famous “Cornish pasties”. 

“These pasties should be fair- 
ly large and fat to be at their 
best,” states the lady from whom 
the recipe came. “Making them 
thinner detracts from their 
taste.” 

And, by the way—something I 
didn’t know before — the first 
syllable of pasties rhymes with 
“fast” not “waste” as I. had 
always thought. 


CORNISH PASTIES 
14 pound round steak, cut into 
eubes 
14 pound pork, cut into cubes 
l cup diced raw potatoes (dice 
small) : 
114 cups sliced raw leeks (or 
onions) 
Salt and pepper 
3 cups flour 
1 cup shortening 
1 teaspoon salt \ 
% cup ice water (or less) \ 


Make pastry of the last 4 in- 
gredients, using as little water as 
possible. Force dough together 
with palms of hands, and knead 
on slightly floured board .until 
smooth and ‘slightly elastic. 
Divide into 3 parts, and roll each 
part into a 7-inch circle. On lower 
half of each circle place a layer 
of potatoes, onions, and meat 
(all beef may be used instead 
of combined beef and pork, if 
desired); season each layer with 
salt and pepper to taste. Fold 
upper half of dough over filling 
and seal edges with fork. Turn 
over each pasty so that rolled 
part is straight down the center 
on top, and flatten just a trifle. 
Then put a few slits on each side 
to allow steam to escape (my 
mother-in-law used to say that 
a well-made pasty had a straight 
seam down the middle)! Place 
pasties on baking ‘sheet, and 
bake in preheated oven at 325°F. 
about 2 hours, or until meat is 
tender and pastry brown. Serve 
either hot or cold (we eat first 
meal hot and left-overg cold).

A London: taxi has arrived in 
Capetown, South Africa after 
having been driven all the way 
from England. 

Drivers of the cab, registered 
number BUC483, are ~ Wally 
Wright, 25, Derrick Dixon, 25, 
yvand George Hadiaris, 26. They 
drove right across Europe, and 
went tof Capetown by way of 
Johannesburg and Durban. 
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Theu travels so far have cost 
them about $1500, and now they 
need someone to finance them 
before they can go to America. 


The outside oftheir cab is a 
mass of scribblings that pro- 
claim its various achievements, 
among others that it has done 
mgre than 500,000 miles.

I've tried a lot of ways of 
brooding chicks, but none com- 
pares with the concrete slab,” 
says O. E. Funkhouser, Yell Co. 
Ark. as reported in the Phila- 
delphia Farm Journal 

He has brooded 12,000 chicks 
(in four broods) om slabs for 
less than a half-cent per chick. 
His initial cost for putting in the 
slab brooders figured out about 
10 cents per bird — “about the 
game as other brooders,” says 
Funkhouser. Here's how he made 
the brooders

He put in an 8x10" slab for 
each 1,000 chicks. First he put 
down four inches of cinders or 
washed gravel, and covered it 
with building paper. Then he 
poured on two inches of in- 
sulating concrete, and on top of 
that, two 120-foot lengths of 
lead-covered eléctric soil-heat- 
ing cable. Then he topped the 
cable with two more inches of 
regular concrete, and smoothed 
it. 
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A thermostat, with a bulb 
mourited flush with the top of 
the slab, controls the current to 
the soil-heating cable. A hover 
with an insulated top and cur- 
tain sides covers all but the out- 
inches of the slab, 
and holds the heat down on the 
chicks. By leaving the eight- 
inch strip around the outside of 
the slab, moisture doesn’t con- 
dense around the 


edge, says ~ 
Funkhouser, and he has the out-~ 
Side space for feeders and 
waterers

Other reasons why Funkhous- 
er likes the slab-brooding 50 
well . 

@ There's no. fire hazard 

@ Controls on the heat 
automatie—less work 

@ The slab is easy to clean. 

@ Chicks drink up to three 
times as much water as they 
do under some other type brood- 
ers, because the slab keéps the 
water warm. 

@® There's no wet, caked litter 
around the brooder, 

@ There's little danger of 
power failure, and little danger 
of losing chicks, even though the 
power may go off for a while.

Funkhouser says’ “One night 
last winter when our chicks were 
a week old the power was off 
for eight hours, and the outside 
temperature got down to 20 deg 
rees. But we didn't lose a chick, 
because the concrete slabs stay~- 
ed warm enough to keep them 
comtiortable.” ,

The same day, Corporal Tahib 
saw them and his description 
was identical with that of the 
Chinese girl. Later, they were 
geen by a Malay girl, who ran 
away as fast as she could. Then 
an Indian rubber-tapper report- 
ed that the same three creatures 
erept up behind him... and he 
felt the hairy arms of the female 
around his body. He struggled 
free, then fainted. 


Anthropologists, staggered by 
these reports, and anxious to,in-

Fang Men, have insisted that 
the creatures must on no 
account be shot. ° 

It is amazing that in this 


shrinking world of ours there 
are still mystery races of whom 
sciéntists know nothing. Many 
times in the past few years ex- 
plorers have caught glimpses of 
tribes that were not known to 
exist. 

Den Haan, Dutch Government 
explorer, was hacking his way 
into unknown territory in New 
Guinea when he was suddenly 
surrounded by giant, naked sav- 
ages, well over six feet tall. 
They were armed with peculiar 
four-pronged spears, and had 
never seen a white man. There 
was no official record of the 
existence of this,tribe yet, 
throughout the war, ‘planes 
must have fought above them. 

An American soldier escaped 
from the Japanese in- Burma, 
and made his way through 
trackless forests to safety. He 
must have wandered through 
country completely unexplgred, 


for he reported having seen, and - 


even eaten with, a tribe of light- 
skinned natives none of whom 
had any arms. He reported that 
there were no signs that their 
arms had been cut off. They ap- 
peared to have’ been born with- 
out them, doing everything with 
their toes. 

Australian patrols in New 
Guinea during the war discov- 
ered a race of pigmies in the 
mountains near Milne Bay. 
There had been rumours of such 
a tribe for many years but no 
one had ever seen them before. 
Average height was three feet, 
and their clothes were of tree 
bark, 

Dr. Paul Zahl, a New York 
scientist-explorer, journeyed into 
the unknown: forests of Vene- 
zuela a few years ago. He dis- 
covered a waterfall much higher 
than Niagara and, at the foot 
of it, a tribe of natives who had 
no word in their language for 
“anger.” Within living memory 
no member of the tribe had ever 
lost his, or her, temper or shown 
any signs of jealousy.

Now sewing ma 
chine manufacturers are turning 
out machines and attachments 
that will do almost every intri- 
cate stitch and job hitherto per- 


formed only in the professional, 


workshops. 


There are rufflers which can 
ruffle 10 yards of material in one 
minute, and binders which not 
only bind over the edge of the 
fabric but sew it down in an at- 
tractive zigzag stitch at the same 
time. Buttonholes do not have to 
present the inevitable problem 
any more either, since one of 
the most practical attachments 
now being put out is the button- 
holer, which can be adjusted to 
any size fequired. ; 
Machine Quilting 

You can practically make your 
own fabrics today, too, thanks to 
the inventiveness of the sewing 
machine industry. On the mar- 
ket now is a guiding prong for 
the home machine which guides 
the needle along the stitching 
lines required for quilted mater- 
ial. Since quilted fabrics are be- 
ing used more and more in the 
clothes field, this new gadget en- 
ables any woman to take her 
favorite fabric and quilt it pro- 


fessionally. 


Illustrative of the many jobs 
which can be done with machine 
attachments is the new booklet 
entitled “Sewing Magic for Teen- 
Agers,” written by Mildred Ryan 
and published by the’ Greist 
Manufacturing Company. It ex- 
plains how to use cloth guides, 
adjustable zipper and cording 
feet, scissors cutting gauges, gath- 
ering feet, various types of hem- 
mers, tuckers, quilters, edge 
stitchers, multiple slotted bind- 
ers, and rufflers. 

But wonderful as all these are, 
they are really the frosting on 
the sewing cake. Any woman 
can start to sew with only a 
sewing machine — of whatever 
vintage—and a little imagination 
and patience. 

One ‘of the fallacies held about 
some sewing — mainly, I believe, 
by those who think thgy can’t 
sew —is that to be professional 
looking a garment has to have a 
lot of detail or be of an intricate 
design. Actually the contrary is 
true. One of the mosf important 
aspects of sewing is not the ac- 
tual machine or hand-work, but 
picking out a pattern and mater- 
ial that are, so to speak, made 
for each other, 

Try Sleeveless Dress 


For a beginner, there is no bet-. 


ter place to start than on a sum- 
mer dress. When deciding on a 
pattern, choose one that has no 
sleeves. Or, if you feel you must 
have some sleeves, select a pat- 
tern that, has the sleeves cut 
right ontd the bodice. A home- 
made look will show up first in 
a sleeve badly or bunchily set 
into a shtulder. 

Collars can be tricky, too, and 
if you feel you don’t want to 
tackle one on your first try, 
choose a plain round neckline or 
perhaps one that is slit down the 
front and which can be dressed 
up with jewelry to take away 
the. plainness. 

Gathered skirts are usually 
easy and so are flared onés or 
ones with unpressed pleats. But 
skirts made in tiers or with ruf- 
fles around the battom can be 
difficult. for the beginner and 
are hatd to iron.

If you do want a pattern with 
a little more detail to it, the 
nearest sewing center will cover 
buttons and belts and make but- 
tonholes for a very small fee. 
Attendants will also give you 
advice if you get bogged down. 

There is one experience in 
sewing however, that every 
woman must steel herself to face. 
That is the movement — just as 
you feel you have finally achiev- 
ed a Fifth Avenue look in your 
designs — when some dear friend 
comes rushing up and exclaims, 
“What a lovely dress, did you 
make it yourself?” .

How We Got The 
Dollar Sign 


The dollar, the standard unit 
of money in Canada, Ahe United 
States, Mexico and several oth- 
er countries, has an interesung 
history, and so has the $ gen 
erally used to represent it 

The word dollar comes from 
the Low German for Thaler, 
which is an abbreviation of 
Joachimsthaler. Joach i msthal 
(Joachim’s dale) ia a little town 
in Bohemia near which, in the be- 


ginning of the sixteenth century, - 


a rich silver mine was discover- 
ed. The feudal lords of the town

their excellence, were soon used 
eli over Europe. These and sim- 
fler coins were called Joachim- 
ethalers, o simply Thalers.

In North America they were 


been formed, the word dollar was 
adopted definitely for its unit of 
coinage, but the sign for the new 
coin was that of the old Spanish 
piece of eight. This sign showed 
the figure 8 (which strongly re- 
sembles the letter 8), crossed by 
two lines representing the Pillars 
of Hercules, the gateway between 
the Mediterranean and Atlantic 
at the southernmost tip of Spain. 
Thus the dollar sign really has 
nothing to do with the letter 8, 
nor was it, as some people be- 
lieve, originally formed by plac- 
ing a narrow U over an S to form 
the monogram of the United 


States.

No one is quite sure how this 
term began but there are several 
interesting stories about its ori- 
gin. One version was made 
popular by an American humor- 
ist who said that Andrew Jack- 
son, the seventh president of the 
United States, used the expres- 
sion on official papers as an 
abbreviation of “Orl Korrect.” 
During a presidential campaign 
Jackson's political enemies seiz- 
ed upon this story to try to make 
appear ignorant. One sauthori- 
ty tells us that Jackson signed 
legal papers with the initial 
O.R.—order recorded—and be- 
cause the KR may have looked 
like K the humorist had material 
for his little joke. The Indians 
may have given us the term. An 
Indian chief, Old Keokuk, was 
accustomed to signing papers 
with his initials. The Choctaw 
Indians have «a word, okeh, 
which means “It is so and in no 
other way.” But regardless of its 
origin, the expression is widely 
used foday to signify all right, 
or correct, “Even in some foreign 
countries, as France and Ger- 
many, it has become part of the 
common speech.

Color-Blind Bees 


By the scent of a little honey 
it is possible to attract bees to 
an experimental table. Here we 
ean feed them on a piece of blue 
cardboard, for example. They 
suck up the food and, after car- 
rying it back to the hive, give it 
to the other bees. The bees re- 
turn again and again to the rich 
source of food which they have 
discovered. ... 

We perform the following ex- 
periment. On our table we place 
a blue card and around it we ar- 
range. On each card we set a@ 
little watch glass, but only the 
glass dish on the blue card con- 
tains food (sugar-water). In this 
way we train the bees to come to 
the color blue. Since bees have 
a very good memory for places 
we frequently change the rela- 
tive positions of the cards. But 
the sugar is always placed on 
the blue card so that in every 
case the color indicates where 
food is to be found. After some 
hours we perform the decisive ex- 
periment. The cards and the 
glass dishes soiled by the bees 
are taken away. We place On the 
table a new series of clean cards 
of different shades of gray, each 
with an empty glass dish, and 
somewhere among them we 
place a clean, blue ecard provid- 
ed. Hike all the others, with an 
empty glass dish. The bees re- 
member the blue color and alight 
only on the blue card, distin 
guishing. it from all shades of 


gray. This means that they have 
a true color seamse lf we try 
to train bees to find their food 
on searlet red, they alight not 
only on the red cardboard but 


also on black and on all the dark 
cards in our arrangement

Q. How should natural-finish 
willow or wicker furniture be 
washed?

Visitors to public buildings are 


often on much safer footing than , 


they are in their own homes, 

This is because Dui'ding man. 
agement and maintenance staffs 
are usually more concerned with 
the safety of an individua.. than 
she herself is. Many public 
buildings from hospitals 4o in- 
dustrial plants take extra satety 
measures to prevent anyone from 
skidding on their highly polish- 
ed floors. They do this by speci- 
fying the addition of a special 
anti-slip ingredient when order- 
ing their floor waxes 

This ingredient ©o sist: of 
particles. of sand-like silica <0 
minute their diameter mes 
only one two-millionth ¢ an 
inch. They are only one-fifth the, 
diameter of the _ infinitesimal 
wax particles, but are Mmuc h 
harder. 

The principle behinc the action 
of the silica particles when mix- 
ed with liquid wex is quite 
simple. By clinging to each wax 
particle they give the film extra 
hardness. The foot presses the 
hard spheres inio the larger, 
softer globules that make up the 
wax coating on the floor, Energy 
is immediately absorbed at the 
point of impact, creating a snub- 
bing action which makes the 
surface slip-resistant. 

Of course, the walker is un 
aware of what's guing on under 
her feet.

You 
simply stand green, peeled posts, 
butt down, for two days in a 
barrel of the copper sulphate soe- 
lution (18 pounds of copper sul. 
phate crystals in 24 yallons of 
water). 
Then you switch them ‘%o a 
second barrel of sodium chrom- 
ate solution (18 pounds of sod- 
jum chromate’ powder in 26 gal- 
lons of water), Leave them with 
the butts down for one day, then 
turn the tops down for a second 
day. The two chemicals combine 
to form a compound that wil! not 
dissolve nor leach 

One hundred pine posts treat- 
ed by double diffusion were set 
out in a Mississippi test plot 
more than 12 years ago. Ninety- 
nine of them are still in excel- 
lent condition, 

Your local farm or hardware 
store may not yet stock the chem- 
icals, but can probably order 
them from a chemica) company. 
Twenty-five pounds of each 
chemical will treat about 100 
posts, The cost is somewhere be- 
tween 15 and 30 cents per post. 

Two warnings: copper sulphate 
is corrosive to iron, so you'll 
probably want to handle it in a 
wooden .barrel. Both solutions 
can irritate your eves and skin. 


Wear rubber gloves while han- - 


dling the posts, and wash off any 
of the solution that splashes on 
your skin. Rinse the posts after 
treatment. ;

One has to be firm when it 
comes to thinning and some 
other jobs about the garden. 
Nature is much too generous 


and if every seed that sprouted 
were allowed to grow, things 
would get in a terrible mess. 
Plants would be crowded un- 
mercifully, would become weak 
and spindly, a prey to the first 
insects or even a good breeze. 


Everything will do much better - 


if there is plenty of room to 
develop. Newly transplanted 
flowers, vegetables and.» nursery 
stock will become sturdier and 
much better plants if they are 
pinetied back. In all bedding 
plants, things like petunias, 
asters, tomatoes, and such that 
come in flats or boxes, all 
flower buds and bloom should 
be removed when transp.anting 
takes place. 
Thin them too 

In almost every case where 
plants are started from seed and 
especially tiny seed, like lettuce 
or alyssum or poppies, they must 
be thinned later. In doing this 
naturally we ull out the poorer 
specimens first but in any case 
we must leave plenty of room 
for full development. If we are 
afraid of later damage from b 
or cutworms perhaps we w 
leave twice as many plants as 
at first, ‘then later on. we re- 
move very other one, | Im cer- 
tain vegetables like and 
carrots, too, we leave the plants 
about an inch or so apart’ at 
first, then use later thinnings 
for our first meals. When 
thinned properly the plants left 
will grow more quickly, more 
sturdily and should be healthier, 

Thinning is not always con- 
fined to seedlings. e extra big 


and fine blooms you usually see. 


in the flower shows are often 
the result of thinning. Only im 
this case it will be the “flower 
buds that are removed. Instead 
of letting every single rose, 
peony, or dahlia develop, the 
professionals nip off about fifty 
percent or more of the buds s¢@ 
that thise that are left will be 
finer and bigger. The same thing 
is done with fruit like apples, 
plums and peaches for big prime 
results.

Gen. William F. Dean, has writ- 
ten a book that shows how much 
of value the listening ear and 
humble heart can learn. While 
enduring the terrible physical 
hardships of his Korean impris- 
onment—no more terrible in 
many respects than the normal 
hardships of his captors, he ad- 
mits with characteristic honesty 
he made many discoveries. 


The most importent was that 
“the ordinary Communist who 
guarded me and lived with me 
really believed that they were 
following a route toward a bet- 
ter life for themselves and their 
children.” Not fine words, not 
bullets, but a practical program 
of help is the only answer to 
such a faith, he implies. And 
understanding is the answer to 
the hatred for Americans he 
found among otherwise kindly 
though semi-barbaric enemies.

Spark plugs vary in many ways 
such as head or diameter size, 
threads, length of barrel, kind of 
insulator, thi® number and ar- 
rangement of points, head resis- 
tance and general design. 

Head diameters run in % inch, 
% inch and ¥%s inch sizes for some 
en _ In others they are made 
in 10, 14 and 18 millimeter sizes 


The spacing of the electrode 
points varies from 020 to .030 
inches, depending on the kind 
and size of plug and engine mak- 
er’s recommendations. A  prop- 
er spark plug point gauge should 
be used for setting the points 
Pointe that are spaced too far 
apart cause missing, especially 
under heavy loads and _ high 
compression. This, in-turn, re- 
gults in fouling of the plug. It 
may s#lso cause pitting or burn- 
ing of magneto breaker points 
and breakdown in the condenser. 
Where points are set too close, 
missing may also occur when 
the engine is idling or on a light 
loed. This again may cause foul- 
ing of the plug. 


The correct length of plug is 
important, Usually the bottom 
ot the spark plug barrel should 
be about even with the inner side 
ef the cylinder head or cylinder 
wall, depending on where it is 
located, Plugs that are too short 
may foul easily, while the points 
of plugs that are too long tend 
to ‘Cause pre-ignition and burn 
away faster., Short plugs are us- 
ually cooler plugs because they 
transfer heat over a short dis- 
tance to the water cooled jacket 
of the engine. Long plugs run 
hotter because the heat has fur- 
ther distance to travel before it 
reaches the cooler engine parts. 


In some cases, due to other 
engine inefficiencies, fouling of 
a spark plug may persist, and the 
use Of a longer, hotter type of 
plug may be necessary until 
éther engine deficiencies are

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MOULDY BREAD 


A housewite doesn't require a 
microscope to know when a loaf 
of Lread has gone mouldy. Some- 
times her nose detects the musty 
odour long before the green or 
blackish clusters of growing bac- 
teria are apparent to the eye. 

But she would need a micro 
scope to see the mould seeds. or 
spores that float around in the 
air and settle anywhere That is 
one reason why mould is more 
common in summer when open 


windows invite an invasion of 
spores. The, other reason is that 
mould thrives on summer's 


moist, warm conditions. Actually, 
mould grows fastest at tempera 
tures of 80 to 90 degrees Fahren- 
heit, which is about the normal 
year-round temperature of most 
kitchens. So, even when bakers 
try to discourage mould by main- 
taining strict cleanliness, house- 
wites may be unwittingly 
encouraging it 

There’ dre two measures tor 
combatting mould which have 
been practiced by a number of 
progressive Canadian bakers tor 


man years One involves the 
observance of rigid cleanliness 
rules. The other is a chemical 


compound known to scientists as 
godium propionate 


“This is a while powder that 
looks like flour and can be baked 
into bread so that every crumb 


is protected against bacteria. It 
ia the same substance that 
Nature puts into some foods such 
as milk, butter, vinegar and 
cheese. A well-developed Swiss 
cheese, for example, contains 
almost: one per cent sodium pro- 
pionate, which is the reason it 
ig sO resistant to mould 
However, Nature neglected to 
include sodium propionate in 


some of our daily foods. And 
so it was up to the chemist to 
synthesize it for the baker to 
add himself: The powder was 
discovered only after years of 
searching for a chemical com- 
pound that was harmiess, but 
would delay mould a@nd rope in 


bread and other bakery products 


It was learned that it effectively 


retards both mould and rope 
without affecting the bread'’s 
quality, texture, flavour or ap 
pearance 

Costing baker omy a lew 
pennies for one hundred loaves 
of bread, sodium propionate is 
harmiess since it occurs naturally 
in sume of oWf most no@rishing 
foods. lis potency is not limited 
to bread alone. It also makes 
up for Nature's oversight in 


baked goods of all kinds, includ- 
ing rolls, DUNS, doughnuts, rout. 
fins and in cakes and pies which 
can aiso be hot-weather victimes 
of mould if not rope

Agricultural Committee of the 
Legislature for only two amend- 
ments both of which were ac 
cepted. 

“The six amendments of the 
Farm Products Marketing Act,” 
he continued, “offer them the 
opportunity to form their own 
policy.” 

President Speaks 

H. H. Hannam, president of 
the Canadian Federation of Ag- 
riculture, gave an outline of the 
Federation's history which start- 
ed at the Royg!

How Grandma . 
Moses Paints Her 
Pictures 


When | first commenced to 
paint with oil, I thought every 
painting would be my last one, 
so I was not so interested. Then 
the requests commenced to come 
for this one and that one. “Paint 
me one just like that one!” so 
I have painted on and on, till 
now. I think I am doing better 
work than at first, but it is 
owing to better brushes and 
paint. The brushes help greatly, 
I can get now little brushes, I 
couldn’t get at one time during 
the. war, / 
Before I start painting, I get 
a frame, then I saw my mason- 
ite board to fit the frame... 
Then I go over the board with 
linseed oil, then with three coats 
of flat white paint.to-«cover up 
the darkness of the board. With 
two coats, the dark would strike 
through in some places, and 
three give it body, so when you 
start to paint the picture, you 
don’t have to put on so much 
of the coloured paints. The tube 
paint is quite expensive, and you 
have to use it accordingly, that’s 
a Scotch idea, you see. Now the 
board is ready for the scene, 
whatever the mind may produce, 
a landscape, an old bridge, a 
dream, or a summer or winter 
scene, childhood memories, but 
always something pleasing and 


cheerful, I like bright elors and 


activity. I use masonite or hard 
wood to paint on ,because it 
will last many years longer than 
canvas. Sometimes the frames 
are hard to obtain, they may be 
pretty frames, but in a dilapi- 
dated condition, then I must use 
hammer and nails and plastico. 
The frames should always blend 
with the painting for best effect. 

When I paint, 1 study and 
study the outside lots of times. 
Often I get at loss to know just 
what shade of green, and there 
are a hundred trees that have 
each three or four shades of 
green in them. I look at 4 tree 
and I see the limbs, and then 
the next part of the tree is @ 
dark, dark black green, then I 
have got to make a little lighter 
green, and so on. And then on 
the outside, it'll either be a yel- 
low green, or whitish green, that’s 
the way the trees are shaded. 
And the snow—they tell me that 
I should shade it more or use 
more blue, but 1 have looked at 
the snow and looked at the snow 
and I.can see no blue, sometimes 
there is a fittle shadow, like the 
shadow of a tree, but that would 
be grey, instead of blue, as I see 
it. I love pink, and the pink skies 
are beatitiful. Even as a child 
the redder I got my skies with 
my father’s old paint, the pret-
